However, that I may go on with as 
much Juftice to both Sides as is poflible, 
and yet may effe€tually remove the Cover- 
ings which are placd over Things on that 
Side, and by which the general Opinion is 
hoodwiok’d and deceiv’d 5 I fhal, with as 
few RefleGtions as the Nature of Things

In order to this, it may be neceflary to

WITHOUT ANY ALTERATION in all fuc- 
ceeding Generations. :

ge The Ficobite Epifcopal Diffenters are 
the People we are now to treat about— 
Thefe were fuch Epifcopal Diffesters, as up- 
on all Occafions have not.only differ’d from 
the Church in Point of Worhhip, but have 
diifer’d from the Government in Matter of
